Some of the preachers of Texas 
came over and pastored churches.

A num- 
ber of people were there from othe 
er holiness movements, contem- 
plating casting their lot with the 
Church of God. We were entertain- 
ed in the home of Brother and Sis- 
ter Cherry and we certainly enjoy- 
ed their kind hospitality.

S. quartet arrived just a little late 
but the people enjoyed their sing- 
ing and many compliments were 
passed on the work they did at this 
place. 


From Oklahoma we went to 
Weatherford, Tex. The state meet- 
ing was held under the shed of the 
old camp ground which holds so 
many precious memories for the 
Holy Ghost filled people.

The 
camp meeting had been running 
for almost two weeks. Many peo- 
ple had received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and the place was 
aflame with the love and presence 
of God when we arrived.

Text: “And they that weep, as 
though they wept not; and they 
that rejoice, as though they re- 
joiced not; and they that buy, as 
though they possessed not; and 
they that use this world, as not 
abusing it: for the fashion of this 
world passeth away,” 1 Cor. 7:30, 
31. 

Wickedness Rendered Temporal 

We are told in 1 John 5:19 that 
the whole world lieth in wicked- 


ness or lieth in the lap of the wick- 
ed one, therefore, the present state 
of it is temporal. We are told by 
John in Rev. 21:4 that “God shall 
wipe away all tears from their 
eyes; and there shall be no more 
death, neither sorrow nor crying; 
neither shall there be any more 
pain: for the former things are 
passed away;” consequently, weep- 
ing may endure for a night but joy 
cometh in the morning. In that our 


rejoicing may be only temporal or 
m ngled with sorrow, we _ rather 
humiliate ourselves and hope for 
ihe permanent and absolute rejoic- 
ing of ultimate victory. The earth 
God has accla‘med as His own, 
with all its fulness, therefore mis- 
eries and torments await those 
who abuse the riches which God 
has for a time committed unto 
their trust. Jas. 5:1; Luke 16:19- 
24; Psa. 37:35, 36. They are com- 
manded therefore “to buy as 
though they possessed not.”’ A bet- 
ter way is “and no man called 
ought his own,” Acts 4:32. The 
fashion of this world passeth away 
to give place for the permanent 
and divine order. 
The Chaotic Earth 


In Gen. 1:2 we have it that “the 
earth was without form and void,” 
literally “empty and waste;” and 
darkness was upon the face of the 
abyss, and the Spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters. In 
Isa. 45:18 we read, “For thus saith 
the Lord that created the heavens; 
God himself that formed the earth 
and made it; he hath established 
it, he created it not in vain.” The 
same word here translated “vain” 
is in Gen. 1:2 translated “waste,” 
then we may deduce that God ori- 
ginally created it not as “waste,” 
and that “he formed it to be in- 
habited,” with the promise, “Bless- 
ed are the meek for they shall in- 
herit the earth,” Matt. 5:5. The 
world in its present evil state, ly- 
ing in the lap of the wicked one, 
is like Samson lying in the lap of or 
upon the knees of Delilah. The 
world has by Satan been enticed, 
deceived, and robbed of its original 
state and virtue, therefore, its 
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morals are polluted and its out- 
ward show or dress passeth away. 
The Christian is therefore partic- 
ularly warned to not abuse the 
present order or be conformed to it 
because it passeth away. 
The Permanent Order 

And, thou, Lord, in the begin- 
ning hast laid the foundation of the 
earth; and the heavens are the 
works of thy hands: they shall per- 
ish; but thou remainest; and they 
all shall wax old as doth a gar- 
ment; and as a vesture shalt thou 
fold them up, and they shall be 
changed: but thou art the same, 
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and thy years shall not fail,’”’ Heb. 
1:10-12. “Nevertheless we, accord- 
ing to the promise, look for new 
heavens and a new earth, wherein 
dwelleth righteousness,” 2 Peter 
3:13. “And I saw a new heaven and 
a new earth: for the first heaven 
and the first earth were passed 
away,” Rev. 21:1. The Spirit which 
“moved,” literally hovered or 
brooded “upon the face of the 
waters” in Gen. 1:2, is today re- 
generating and making a new crea- 
tion which is forbidden in the lan-

Being pressed in the spirit, I be- 
gan to enquire of the Lord as to 
what He would have me write on 
or about, and He answered to 
write on that which would be to 
the highest good of the greatest 
number of people. I prayed on and 
the above subject came to me. Im- 
mediately the following scriptures 
were brought to my remembrance: 
“Take heed unto thyself, and unto 
the doctrine; continue in them: 
for in doing this thou shalt both 
save thyself, and them that hear 
thee,” 1 Tim. 4:16. “But speak 
thou the things which become 
sound doctrine,” Titus 2:1. “But 
God be thanked, that ye were the 
servants of sin, but ye have obey- 
ed from the heart that form of 
doctrine which was delivered you,” 
Rom. 6:17. “If thou put the breth- 
ren in remembrance of these 
things, thou shalt be a good minis- 
ter of Jesus Christ, nourished up 
in the words of faith and good doc- 
trine, whereunto thou hast at- 
tained,” 1 Tim. 4:6. “All scripture 
is given by inspiration of God, and 
is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness (right liv- 
ing),” 2 Tim. 3:16. “Holding fast 
the faithful word as he hath been 
taught, that he may be able by 
sound doctrine both to exhort and 
convince the gainsayers,” Titus 1: 
9. “And they continued steadfastly 
in the apostles’ doctrine and fel- 
lowship, and in breaking of bread, 
and in prayers,” Acts 2:42. 

Definition 

“Usefulness” means that which 
is full of use, serviceable, advan- 
tageous. “Blessing” means an act 


of being blessed, making happy, 
conferring favors, happiness, of 


prosperity on. “Sound” meaiis 
without flaw, free from defect, 
firm, strong, safe, trustworthy, 


founded in truth or right. 


The Veteran Instructs the Begin- 
ner 


In 1 Tim. 4:16 we find the veter- 
an Paul as he presses upon the 
young minister Timothy the way 
of caution. Consider what you 
preach, young man; yours is 2 
saving work. The chief instrument 
of thine own salvation and of those 
that hear thee is that of SOUND 
DOCTRINE, GOOD DOCTRINE, 
etc. 


Notice Paul as he instructs Titus: 
“Holding fast the faithful word as 
he hath been taught, that he may 
be able by sound doctrine both to 
exhort and convince the gainsay- 
ers.” In 2 Tim. 3:16 Paul gives the 
young minister to understand that 
all scripture is profitable for doc- 
trine. Young nor old ministers 
should be satisfied with just learn- 
ing and hanging onto just a few 
darling points in the scriptures, 
but remember that all scripture is 
profitable, and all scripture is es- 
sential too for sound, safe doc- 
trine. The whole New Testament 
is for the purpose of setting forth 
or teaching religious knowledge. 
Every book in the New Testament 
contains some of the doctrine that 
you should take heed to; there is 
something useful in every chapter. 
We must heed and obey every 
principle that it endorses if we are 
to successfully exhort and con- 
vince the gainsayers. 
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Paul not the only Doctrinal 
Preacher 
I know that it is a common thing 
to hear ministers say Paul doc- 
trinized the church, inferring that 
others had no part in that great 
work, but according to the ac- 
count given’in Acts 2:42-47, the 
chureh was in existence, and cer- 
tainly had been and was continu- 
ing in some good doctrine, at least 
eight or ten years before Paul’s 
conversion. I agree that God in- 
spired Paul to write more than any 
other New Testament writer, but 
Peter, James, John, and Jude 
wrote some things that are profit- 
able for doctrine. What each of 
ihem wrote was good but was not 
the complete or whole doctrine, 
neither did Paul write the complete 
or whole doctrine. Preacher, you 
must continue in principles’ that 
are set forth from Matthew to 
Revelation, if you would save your- 
self and those that hear you. 
A Lesson in Romans 6 
The sixth chapter of Romans is 
rich in its explanation of the way 
of deliverance from sin and the old 
man, and, I think, the Apostie 
reached the highest point in the 
seventeenth verse when he said, 
“Ye have obeyed from the heart 
that form of doctrine which was 
delivered you.” Ye have conform- 
ed to, complied with principles, 
sound principles, principles that 
are strong, safe, and trustworthy, 
without flaw and founded in truth 
and right. The gospel contains 
those great rules for our experi- 
ences and for our conduct, rules 
that are binding upon every soul 
who expects to share the blessings 
of the gospel. The New Testa- 
ment is a book of doctrine, doc- 
trine not only to be believed but to 
be obeyed, and that from’ the 
heart, which denotes the sincerity 
and reality of the obedience. Just 
think! OBEYED FROM THE 
HEART! from the innermost be- 
ing, yielding the entire being, soul, 
spirit, body; trusting, conforming 
to, complying with SOUND DOC- 
TRINE. Thereby they were saved, 
and by like obedience all may en- 
joy like experiences. By continuing 
therein the minister may save him- 
self and those who hear him. 
Teachings and Rules 
All teaching, rules, and doc- 
trines must come first under the 
searchlight of the New Testament 
and harmonize with it before it 
can be said that they are sound 
teachings, rules, or doctrines. 
Teachings and rules become a part 
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of any movement’s doctrine.If they 
are in harmony with the whole 
Book people may without fear or 
alarm freely discuss any chapter 
or verse in the New Testament. If 
the doctrine is according to the 
whole Book, if it is the apostles’ 
doctrine, we need not fear those 
who would try to gainsay what we 
teach. It must be true. 2”d within 
the truth; it must not only em- 
brace a part but the whole truth. 
A doctrine that violates part of the 
truth is an offence to the whole 
truth and to the Giver of truth. To 
claim to take the whole Bible 
rightly divided is right proviuing 
we do what we claim, bui fo have 
darling or pet points and either 
evade or pass lightly over other 
passages certainly is unsafe and 
must be unsound. 
Facts and Fancies 

We can only properiy observe 
and distinguish clearly between thu 
two in the light of sound doctrine. 
I find that a great number are 
buoyed up and encouraged in their 
religious life by fickle fancy. I fear 
that the number is much greater 
than one might think. Plain facts 
that cut to the core and sound the 
death knell to selfishness, pride, 
disobedience, and disloyalty, have 
no appeal to many professing holi- 
ness people, some Church of God 
folks not excepted. Therefore, they 
have some kind of a faith and pos- 
sibly some kind of hope, but reason 
would tell us that such hope is un- 
sound and vain, because it had its 
birth in and is sustained by an un- 
sound faith. That faith is unsound 
for the simple reason it sprang 
from and thrives in fancying what 
the Spirit shows and what is felt. 
If the facts cross or disagree with 
such feelings or visions they blow 
up and out. The soundness of our 
hope depends upon the soundness 
of what we believe. The soundness 
of our faith depends upon _ the 
soundness of the doctrine we 
teach. The soundness of the doc- 
trine we teach depends upon its 
being in harmony with the whole 
New Testament. If we are to have 
the faith once delivered to the 
saints, let us discard every fancy 
and cling tenaciously to the whole 
truth. 

Continuing In 

By continuing in the apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship, we, as 
ministers, are made able to in- 
struct others in the knowledge of 
God, His will and His way. It is, 
therefore, essential to the right fui- 
filling of our ministerial duties that 
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we should be enlightened on the 
doctrines that we are communi- 
cating to others. By our being 
thoroughly acquainted with and 
thoroughly furnished by and 
through conforming to and con- 
tinuing in sound doctrine, we, as 
ministers,.may best execute our 
work so as to glorify God and in- 
spire man to seek His favor. 

Continuing to live and preach 
sound doctrine will awaken fears 
of eternal danger in the hearts of 
men, and it will show the way of 
their escape also. It exposes the 
snares of Satan and shows how to 
avoid them. Sound doctrine is not 
a mere gleam of light flickering off 
and on, but it is the full truth shin- 
ing more and more, revealing God, 
His goodness, His greatness, His 
love, His mercy, and His justice. 
ft reveals the way of man’s fall, 
his duty, and his destiny. It ex- 
poses sin with all of its horrifying, 
frightful results, at the same time 
makes known the way of escape 
from its clutches and its curse. It 
teaches man his duty to his needy 
neighbor, also his duty to his Fa- 
ther which is in heaven; and with- 
out this the most blessed truths are 
screened from our knowledge and 
withheld from our hearts. 

It reveals the principles that 
guided the early Christians and 
justifies the sacrifice they made. 
It is the gospel’s mightiest tele- 
scope whereby we may vision the 
mountain peaks of God’s holiness 
and discern the devil’s religious 
pirates and his wolves in sheep’s 
clothing. It has led us to the heal- 
ing, cleansing fountain into which 
we plunged and found health and 
happiness. 


It reveals the forces that brought 
the church into existence and the 
divinely appointed instruments of 
its guidance, direction, or controi. 
It is to the church what a compass 
is to a vessel at sea, without which 
she would go on the rocks. It sets 
forth both the gentle attribute of 
mercy and the stern attribute of 
justice as being essential to the 
progress and prosperity of the 
Church of God. One of its most 
blessed and prominent teachings is 
that of sound, good government. 
It shows that he who would accept 
sound doctrine must accept New 
Testament government. No one 
can reject sound doctrine without 
rejecting government, and no one 
can reject government without re- 
jecting sound doctrine. No one can 
fully obey sound doctrine without 
coming under the government that 
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it sponsors. Without sound doc- 
trine and New Testament govern- 
ment we cannot have the Church 
of God. 

It is right because it is useful, 
because of the benefits it offers. 
Where there is no benefit there is 
no right, where there is no right 
there is no obligation, where there 
is no obligation there is no duty, 
but where there is a benefit it must 
be right, and every right carries 
with it a corresponding obligation. 
We are duty bound to meet our 
obligation. All are obligated to one 
doctrine (sound) and the sacrifices 
that it calls for, therefore, we are 
entitled to share its benefits. It 
must be full of use. It offers spe- 
cial advantages. It certainly ren- 
ders needed and blessed service. 
To obey it is to be made happy that 
moment, is to prosper in the spirit 
and in faith and charity. Continue 
in and save thyself and those that 
hear thee. What blessings! What 
blessings! Hallelujah! Amen.

Oh, do not let us_ think of this, 
Christian, as a sort of preparation, 
school, or a steppingstone to some- 
thing in the higher realms of 
worldly learning. This is a training 
camp. It is not a coaching to get 
us ready for a big time in this life. 
But this is a training school to get 
us ready to fight sin. “The fight is 
on.”” You and I want to be divest- 
ed of, instead of being invested 
with, Saul’s armor. Divested of 
Saul’s armor, we want to have our 
slingshot and pebbles, and go out 
to face the giant that is menacing 
the Church and the people of God. 


Young men and women, you 
who haven’t attended this school, 
you may have in mind that this 
school is made up of a low class of 
people and there isn’t much to if. 
If you are in doubt about the 
school, just visit the schoolroom 
once and I think you will agree 
with me that some of the most in- 
telligent people in the world are in 
this sacred school. And anothe: 
good thing I praise the school for 
is its good rules, and they have to 
be practised, or else—. No father 
or mother need worry about their 
son or daughter if they are in 
B. T. S. I'll assure you that they 
are well cared for. Oftentimes we 
meet fathers and mothers who talk 
of how they desire to have their 


sons and daughters complete their 
high school course, but they are 
afraid while going to the wicked 
schools the enemy will sap their 
victory with God. Fathers and 
mothers, if you are worrying about 
the destruction of your sons and 
daughters in the public schools, 
why not sacrifice a little and send 
them to the C. of G. B. T. S.? 
There they can take their aign 
school course along wiih the Bible 
studies. Isn’t it wonderful that we 
have such a good place to send our 
girls and boys to educate them! 


I’ve been shouting and praisinz 
God since I began to write, just 
because I know God’s hand is up- 
on this sacred school. Oh how I 
long to be back to attend one term. 
It would mean so much to me, but 
if I never get to attend another 
term myself, my aims are to pre- 
pare now to send my children as 
soon as they are old enough. My 
request to my husband three years 
ago was that if God should call 
me away before my children were 
grown, to have them educated in 
the C. of G. B. T. S. He told me he 
would. Again I say this school is 
such a wonderful school. We can 
even depend upon it for the edu- 
cating of our children after we are 
gone from this life. 


I am sure if you are a child of 
God and feel the call of God to the 
ministry, you will want to prepare 
for the oppositions that are com- 
ing against the full Gospel as 
preached by the Church of God. If 
you are not prepared the oppor- 
tunity is before you to equip your- 
self better for the battle of life by 
taking the courses in Bible School. 
We are living in an “age of educa- 
tion.” The world is standing with 
a finger of criticism pointed at you. 
Then are you ready to meet Him 
with the proper words to speak? 

Paul is a pattern. He is not only 
a master builder in Christian min- 
istry, but he is a pattern Christian 
for believers in all ages. He is a 


pattern in this subject before us. 
Saul of Tarsus is thought to have 
had a university education. We are 
told that there was a university at 
Tarsus and that before he had a 
Biblical and theological education 
under Gamaliel he had a university 
education at Tarsus. Maybe that is 
so. If it is, all you will find of it in 
Paul’s writings is the effect of a 
trained mind. You will not find him 
quoting the classics; you will not 
find any dissertation on philoso- 
phical matters, but you will find a 
splendidly trained mind. That is 
what a school should do for us, 
train our minds for judgment and 
for application. Now you know 
that Paul renounced his religion in 
order to seek and to find a full 
salvation. He was a Hebrew of the 
Hebrews, of the stock of Israel and 
of the tribe of Benjamin, “What 
was gain to me I counted loss for 
Christ.” This quotation in regard 
to his religion is true, also of his 
education and learning. He declar- 
ed that he put no dependence in 
the flesh nor upon what he ac- 
quired by reason of his genealogy, 
etc. You find in 1 Cor. 2:1, “And I, 
brethren, when I came to you came 
not with excellency of speech or 
of wisdom, I came declaring unto 
you the testimony of God.” Notice 
his ministry was not just words of 
his wisdom but in demonstration 
of the spirit and power. He declar- 
ed one thing among them and that 
was Jesus Christ and Him cruci- 
fied. 


We often hear men speak of 
education of some few years ago 
and of today, and it is in the very 
nature of worldly wisdom, apart 
from Christ. It is in the nature of 
knowledge apart from the gospel 
to puff men up and to sidetrack 
the Book for many books in the 
land. I say it is its nature. Man 
tends toward intellectualism and 
as the scripture says, “Knowledge 
puffeth up.” It takes the faith of 
God to keep us lowly at the foot of 
the cross, to learn how to not ap- 
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pear learned but to learn the things 
that make for peace of men’s 
hearts, for the salvation of men’s 
souls, and for eternal life for our- 
selves. 

I exhort you, young men and 
women, to get al! the’ scripture 
you can, get all the education you 
can, rush to the fight and not get 
into the trap of Antichrist in the 
educational world today. Holiness 
is not at warfare against learning, 
but the educationalism of our day 
in higher realms is antagonistic to 
the Holy Ghost in the Holy Scrip- 
tures and to holiness of heart and 
life on social and other lines of 
life. Let us study. Let us study to 
rightly divide the Word of truth, 
and let us learn to maintain good 
works.

present world order which by 
means of deception is waxing 
worse and worse, deceiving and 
being deceived. 2 Tim. 3:13. 

The Deceit of Pride 

Through the deceit of mankind, 
at the hand of Satan, man’s heart 
has been lifted up in pride against 
God. Through a long line of Sa- 
tanic philosophers, plot after plot 
has been laid to plunge the crea- 
tion into sin and vice for the pur- 
pose of destroying civil govern- 
ment and destruction of the mar- 
riage covenant. 

In mentioning these plots I re- 
fer to such schemes as were origi- 
nated by J. J. Rosseau, a French 
infidel who wrote early in the 
eighteenth century, whose _ writ- 
ings were in the form of antichris- 
tian and anticivilization teachings. 
His cry was, “Liberty, equality and 
fraternity.” Following on his heels 
was Adam Weisshaupt, a German 
descendant, born in Bavaria, 1748. 
These two Satanic philosophers 
laid the foundation for what was 
then known as the Illuminati, the 
purpose of which was to _ break 
down civil government and de- 
stroy all religions. It was out of the 
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work of Weisshaupt that com- 
munism arose in Russia. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Gaebelin, the Illuminati 
purposed, first, the abolition of 
monarchy and all other govern- 
ments; second, the abolition of pri- 
vate property; third, the abolition 
of inheritance; fourth, the abolition 
of patriotism; fifth, the abolition 
of the family life of marriage and 
communial education of the chil- 
dren; sixth, the abolition of all re- 
ligion. This program is identical 
with that of Russia today. 

Former Governor Ben W. Hoop- 
er who addressed the Sesquicen- 
tennial Anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Methodist church in 
Chattanooga Sept. 2, told his au- 
dience that “the teaching and 
philosophy of communistic Russia 
are invading the United States, 
and colleges and _ universities of 
this country are filled with pro- 
fessors who teach communism, 
atheism, and socialism. The _ idol 
they have set up to worship is hu- 
manity. The communisticzation of 
mankind itself is not actuated by 
love but by a purely, intellectual 
theorization, hard, heartless, _ piti- 
less and godless.”” When such men 
as Mr. Hooper refer to these de- 
plorable conditions it is time for 
all civilization to take notice. 

The creation is fast becoming 
vain in their imaginations and are 
endeavoring to change the trut 
of God into a lie and to worship 
and serve the creature. According 
to Rom, 26:27, these would break 
the marriage vow for the purpose 
of gratifying lust because they are 
filled with all unrighteousness, for- 
nication, wickedness, covetous- 
ness, maliciousness, envy, murder, 
debate, deceit, malignity; whis- 
perers, backbiters, haters of God; 
despiteful, proud, boasters; inven- 
tors of evil things; hence destruc- 
tion of civil authority, righteous- 
ness, and the marriage vow. Last- 
ly, disobedient to parents, Rom. 
29:30. The cause is recorded in V. 
31 where it is stated, “They are 
without understanding.’”’ Because 
of the uprising of such a condition 
the Apostle Paul warned in 2 Tim. 
3:1, “This know also that in the 
last days perilous times shall 
come.” These perilous times are 
now upon us. 

Crime On Increase 

Crime is everywhere on the in- 
crease until the greater the crim- 
inal, the greater his popularity and 
his esteem among the lawless and 
the ungodly. Crime has increased 
500 per cent in the United States 
within the past thirty years. Rob- 
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bery, theft, murder, divorce, and 
particularly all kinds of crime has 
materially increased within the last 
few years. In 1900 there were only 
six murders to every 100,000 popu- 
lation in the United States, while 
in 1930 there were nine and in 
1933 there were thirteen, over 
double in thirty-three years. In 
1930 there were 1,013 arrests for 
counterfeiting and just three years 
later there were 3,003. From 1920 
to 1930 there were 284,124 suicides 
in the United States. In 1900 there 
were only ten suicides to every 
100,000 population, yet in 1933 
there were sixteen. In 1850 there 
were only sixty-seven insane to 
each 1,000,000 population, while in 
1933 there were 2,500. In New 
York state alone in the year 1931 
there were 433 homicides, and 
477,324 criminal arrests. In the 
year 1930 there were 191,630 di- 
vorces granted. In the same yeai 
there was a total of 489,578 di- 
vorced men in the United States 
as compared with 235,284 in 1920. 
In the year 1930 there were 573,- 
148 divorced women in the United 
States as compared with 273,301 
in the year 1920. Thus in a decade 
divorce increased more than one 
hundred per cent, while immoral- 
ity increased over 400 per cent 
within the last twenty years. 
Preparations for War 

The United States has recenily 
appropriated $900,000,000 for war 
purposes; England, $287,000,000; 
France, $300,000,000; Russia, 
$500,000,000; Japan, $500,000,000; 
and it is reported that 75c of every 
dollar expended by the United 
States goes to pay for either past 
or future wars. The entire nations 
of Europe have the greatest num- 
ber of enlisted men at the present 
since the World War. The possi- 
bility of war in the near future is 
very probable. It is reported that 
at present the United States has 
under construction fifty-two wa! 
vessels, thirty submarines, sixty- 
five destroyers, and munition 
plants working full time. The Unit- 
ed States is endangered by a gen- 
eral walk-out in the textile indus- 
tries. With several million unem- 
ployed there is general disorder 
and unrest. It is reported there are 
seventy-five affiliated organiza- 
tions which are at present walking 
hand in hand with communism, 
and ¢hat there are a number of 
communistic communications 
printed in the United States, some 
of them with a circulation of 350,- 
000 and quite a number with 40,- 
000 or 50,000, and that many lead- 
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ing clergymen are actually dues- 
paying members. However, we 
praise God for the few faithful ones 
who are still preaching a crucified 
Savior and who are not ashamed 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ for 
it is the power of God unto salva- 
tion to everyone that believeth. 

A changing world needs an un- 
changing Savior. We have great 
occasion to praise God for a sure 
foundation, 2 Tim. 2:19, and for 
such a Savior, Jas. 1:17.

ISAIAH COUNSELS RULERS 
TEXT: Isa. 31:1-9; 37:36, 37. — MEMORY VERSE: Psa. 4:3b. 
TIME: 701 B. C. — PLACES: Jerusalem and Philistia. 


GOLDEN TEXT: Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose mind is stayed on 
thee: because he trusteth in thee.—Isa. 26:3. 


LEADING THOUGHT: God is able to protect those who put their trust in Him. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
JUDAH WARNED 


1. “Woe to them that go down to 
Egypt for help.” See Chap. 30:1, 2; see 
also the earlier prophecy, Chap. 20:26. 
The destruction of Samaria, Gaza, and 
Ashdob should have taught the Israelites 
to not lean upon Egypt. They were never- 
theless infatuated with the Egyptians de- 
spite their previous failure. Isaiah ap- 
peared on the scene as a statesman and 
prophet to warn Judah of the outcome of 
such an unholy alliance with Egypt. “And 
stay on horses.” The Assyrian cavalry 
was very numerous and efficient. Horses 
were ofttimes carved on monuments, It 
is possible that the Egyptian war horses 
were employed only in chariot service. 
Judah being a hill country horses were 
of little value to them in warfare. “And 
trust in chariots, because they are many; 
and in horsemen, because they are very 
strong.” Pharaoh maintained a large 
number of chariots. Six hundred chariots 
are mentioned in Ex. 14:7. Twelve hun- 
dred are ‘mentioned as commanded by 
Shishak, 2 Chr. 12:3. Egypt also export- 
ed chariots to neighboring countries, 1 
Kings 10:29. These were very valuable 
in the level plains of Egypt. The Jews 
thought if they had the Egyptian army 
with its war horses they might be abie 
to contend with the armed force of As- 
syria, “But they look not unto the Holy 
One of Israel, neither seek the Lord!” 
When they trusted in an Egyptian al- 
liance they exhibited distrust in Jehovah 
and His power, therefore they refused to 
seek or look unto Him for aid. They did 
not see in Jehovah the character of His 
highness, holiness, purity, and righteous- 
ness. It was said that Amos was a proph- 
et who loved justice and Hosea loved 
kindness and Isaiah loved holiness. 


JEHOVAH IS WISE 


Vv. 2. “Yet he also is wise.” The Jews 
who trust in the councillors and political 
shrewdness of the Egyptians and refuse 
to adhere to Jehovah’s counsel are here 
reminded that Jehovah is wise, He there. 
fore could give counsel if He were but 
asked. “And will bring evil.” Because in 
forsaking Him His people brought evil 
upon the world. “And will not call back 
his words.” That is, He will not retract 
His words of threat. “But will arise 
against the house of the evildoers (Jews), 
and against the help of them that work 


in‘quity,” i. ¢. Egypt. If God may not 
lead His people rightly, He will bring to 
naught their counsel. 


V. 3. “Now the Egyptians are men, 
and not God.” Pharaoh of Egypt was 
worshipped as a god and Judah relied 
upon him as a god of some kind. The 
Egyptians were only men. There was no 
helping them Psa. 146:3. “And _ their 
hoises flesh, and not spirit.” It is possi- 
ble that the nobles of Judah thought that 
the horses of Egypt possessed a superna- 
iura] strength by which they could be a 
real source of strength and deliverance 
to them, upon whose side they were al- 
lied. Isaiah here reminds them that they 
are but flesh. “When the Lord shall 
stretch out his hand.” That is, exercise 
His omnipotence by executing judgment 
prophesied thru Isaiah. “Both he that 
helpeth (Egyp') shall fali, and he that 
is holpen (Judah) shall fall down, and 
they all shall fail together.” The Jews 
in going away irom Jehovah brought 
upon themselves destruction as well as 
upon all their associates. 


JUDGMENT ASSURED 


V. 4. “For thus hath the Lord spoken 
unto me.” The above prophecy is Jeho- 
vah’s reply to the foolish counsel of the 
Jews who sought deliverance thru Egypt. 
“Like as the liom and the young lion 
roaring over his prey, when a multitude 
of shepherds is called forth against him, 
he will not be afraid of their voice.” ‘The 
prophet uses the parable of the lion who 
had seized his prey and crouching over 
it devouring its contents, which refused 
to be scared away by the shepherds 
gathered against him, to remind the 
Jews that Jehovah will not be excited py 
the acts and counsel of Judah and Egypt 
in trying to turn back His hand when 
laid upon them in judgment. “Nor abase 
himself for the noise of them.” Their 
threats and efforts to decry God’s judg- 
ment will not humiliate Him but He will 
be lifted up and exalted by manifesting 
His righteous judgment in the earth. “So 
shall the Lord of hosts come down to 
fight for Mount Zion, and for the hill 
thereof.” The meaning must be that the 
Lord of hosts will descend upon mount 
Zion to fight against the Jews and 
Egyptians who have formed an unholy 
alliance and have rejected Jehovah. Com- 
mentors contend “for” should be render- 
ed “upon.” This is in agreement with 
Vers. 1, 2, 3. 


THIRTEEN 


JEHOVAH’S PROTECTING CARE 

Vv. 5. “As birds flying, so will the 
Lord of hosts defend Jerusalem.” Or as 
birds hovering or fluttering over their 
young to protect them. Jehovah here sets 
aside the effort of Jews and the Egyp- 
tians to protect and deliver Judah and 
promises that thru His own tenderness 
as the bird hovers her young so will He 
by His own power and strength defend 
and deliver Jerusalem. “Defending also 
he will deliver it; and passing over ‘ie 
will preserve it.” This passage would per- 
haps be better rendered “passing over 
he will preserve it.” There is some re- 
ference to the institution of the Passover 
when the angel passed over and spared 
the Israelites in Egypt, at the same time 
slaying the first-born thereof. 

Vv. 6. “Turn ye unto him from whom 
the children of Israel have deeply _re- 
volted.” In returning to Jehovah there 
was hope and all could be made whole 
again. In turning from Him there w3s 
hurt and destruetion. The call to repent- 
ance in the New Testament has the idea 
of turning the heart of the creation back 
unto God that it may be preserved thru 
His loving kindness. 

JUDGMENT UPON ASSYRIA 

Vv. 7. “For in that day.” The day 
when Jehovah will discomfit Assyria, 
Every man shall cast away his idols or 
silver, and his idols of gold.” When the 
Assyrians were destroyed the Jews wouid 
readily see that their trust in idols of 
silver and of gold had not _ benefited 
them. James said, “Your gold is canker- 
ed and your garments are moth-eaten.” 
“Which your own hands have made unto 
you for a sin.” The work of their own 
hands had become the cause of their 
guilt and punishment. 

V. 8 “Then snall the Assyrian tall 
down with the sword, not of a mignty 
man.” Instead of falling by the sword of 
man it was to fall by the invisible swora 
of God, 2 Kings 19:35. “And the sword, 
not of a mean man, shall devour him.” 
The thought is, the sword of one who is 
not mortal shall destroy him. “But ne 
shall flee from the sword, and his young 
men shall be discomfited.” The Assyrians 
were forced to flee before Jehovah and 
their young men were taken as captives 
and subjected to slavery as the Jews had 
been. 

Vv. 9. “And he shall pass over to his 
strong hold for fear.” We understand 
strong hold to mean the king of Assyria. 
“And his princes shall be afraid of the 
ensign.” Instead of the princes rallying 
around the ensign to support it they will 
be affrighted and forsake it. “Saith the 
Ioord, whose fire is in Zion, and his fur- 
nace in Jerusalem.” God is a light to His 
people and a consuming fire to His ene- 
mies, Heb. 12:29. The Shekinah glory of 
the presence as manifested in the Holy 
of holies is no doubt here in view. It 
brings both blessings and fires of judg- 
ment to His people. 

Isa. 37: 36, 37 

THE ASSYRIAN ARMY SMITTEN 

V. 36. “Then the angel of the Lord 
went forth, and smote in the camp of the 
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Assyrians.” Oftentimes we have read of 
the angel of the Lord who has delivered 
His people when in times of trouble and 
conflict. “A hundred and four-score and 
five thousand.” Lives of these soldiers 
were taken in a single night. These were 
under the command of Sennacherib. “And 
when they arose early in the morning, 
behold, they were all dead corpses.” They 
were perhaps destroyed by pestilence. 
They did not awake from a_ peaceful 
slumber but to find that they had been 
visited with calamity. 

V. 37. “So Sennacherib king of Assy- 
ria departed.” He broke camp. “And went 
and returned, and dwelt at Nineveh.” 
Where he perhaps lived some eighteen to 
twenty years after the date of his dis- 
comfiture, He died about 681 B. C.

THE MUSIC AND BIBLE 
SCHOOL IN MAINE

There are many precious young 
people in the State of Maine who 
would like to go to our good Bible 
School in Cleveland, Tenn., who 
are financially unable to do so. Our 
overseer, Brother H. W. Poteat, de- 
cided that it would be a good idea 
to have a short term of music in- 
structions for a period of six weeks 
and also have daily Bible instruc- 
tions by Sister Alva Mae McClure. 
The writer was asked to act as su- 
perintendent and music instructor. 

On Sunday, July 8, we arrived in 
Appleton, Me., a lovely country vil- 
lage where the school was located. 
About the first thing that attract- 
ed our attention was voices of 
prayer in the dormitory. A little 
later a carload of students arrived 
and all were singing and shouting 
and praising the Lord. I was seat- 
ed in my room studying God’s 
Word, trying to prepare a message 
for the students for the evening 
service. I could feel the power of 
God as the students arrived. They 
had stopped on their way at Port- 
land, Me. for a service and there 
a piecious young sister, who came 
into the Church of God from the 
ranks of the Salvation Army, re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. Her train- 
ing in the army has been a fine ex- 
ample to the young girls in the 
Church in her modest apparel. 
While we knew that many praye:s 
were going up to the throne of God 
for the school, the very atmosphere 
just seemed to be hallowed by the 
prayers of these dear young saints. 
They had soon formed themselves 
into prayer bands. Some of the 
girls made daily visits to the ccme- 
tery on the hill where they kneeled 
down and prayed to Gcd in such a 
fervent manner that a numbrr of 
them were filled with the Holy 
Ghost while there praying. 

We had evangelistic services ev- 
ery night beginning on Wednesday 
night, July 11, and closing Friday 
night, Aug. 17th. Every student 
was saved at the end of the term 
and all but four were filled with 
the Holy Ghost. I am not certain 
of the number who were filled with

the Holy Ghost but I think it was 
fifteen or sixteen in all. Nearly ull 
of the students were able to take 
their part in singing and sing by 
note. 

One night after serv’ce the pvys 
had all gone to their dormitory and 
settled down for the night. One of 
the boys was so under conviction 
that he could not sleep. He got up, 
dressed, awakened some of the 
boys, and said, “Boys, I must have 
the Holy Ghost tonight. Who will 
pray with me?” In a few minutes 
about every boy was up and dress- 
ed and they went over the hill in- 
to a pasture field, kneeled down 
under a tree and there prayed 
thru to victory with the evidence 
of talking in tongues. 

One night some of the saints 
stayed with a young girl in the 
church until she was sanctified 
and filled with the Holy Ghost. 
Next morning we went into the 
church and it seemed the power 
of God was still in there so strong 
that after chapel we tried to teach 
and we could do nothing, so we 
went to prayer again and mes- 
sages were brought and finally one 
of the girls who had received the 
Holy Ghost the night before left 
the church with hands up and eyes 
closed. She started for the dining 
room, danced all around the tables 
and onto the back porch, took 
hold of an unsaved girl and led her 
up on the hill for prayer. Others 
followed. The result was, the girl 
was saved and afterwards sancti- 
fied and filled with the Holy Ghost. 
Before they returned the dinner 
bell rang and we went for dinner. 
After prayer all filled their plates 
and were ready to eat when the 
girl who led the other one out 
came back for a drink of water. 
She could not drink but danced all 
over the place. The power fell and 
every one was blessed. Hands went 
up and some talked in tongues, 
some shouted, some danced, some 
wept and it was a full half hour 
before any one could eat. 

I would like to give you a real 
word picture of it all but am not 
able. During the first three weeks 
Sister McClure had charge of the 
evangelistic services assisted by 
Sister Hamilton. The last three 
weeks Brother Bryant was in 
charge. His messages were like 
Sister McClure’s, uncompromising 
with the world and the devil and 
the results were wonderful. There 
was such a. spirit of love and one 
accord in the school that when the 
time came to separate and say 
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good-by all hearts were saddened 
to think that this good time of 
praying together as one body in 
Christ was now really come to a 
close. In the fast session many bit- 
ter tears were shed. As they bade 
each other good-bye they would 
say, “You pray for me and lil 
pray for you.” Let us keep on pray- 
ing for one another. 

I truly believe I met some of the 
finest material for the Church of 
God in Maine I ever met in my life. 
These good people need a chance 
to know the doctrine. If Maine 
could have more of the strong 
preachers from the South those 
dear precious people would soon 
grow so strong in the doctrine and 
in faith that the gates of hell could 
never prevail against them. May 
God ever help the dear people of 
Maine, New Hampshire, and Mas- 
sachusetts, that they may be 
strong in the Lord and the power 
of His might, that they may put 
on the whole armor of God, that 
they may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil.
